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Teenager auto 
fatalities

About this time of year back In the Mid¬ 
west where we grew up there Is usually a 
fatal auto crash Involving either high schoolers 
or college people whom we know. 

Back there the cause Is often weather con¬ 
ditions where the roads can turn Into sheets 
of Ice and packed snow. 

Things haven’t changed that much. A new 
study from the National Automobile Club re¬ 
ports that nearly half of all teenage fatalities 
between 16 and 19 years of age are the result 
of vehicle crashes. 

Called “The Dangerous Years” by re¬ 
searchers, this age group comprises 8% of the 
population but sustains 17% of all motor 
vehicle-related deaths. More fatalities were 
associated with 18-year-old drivers than with 
any other age. 

Fatalities continue to Increase each year 
In youths starting as young as 13, peaking at 
18 and dropping sharply In the early 20s. 

The National Automobile Club says the re¬ 
sultant study lists several possible measures 
to reduce the loss of life among teenagers. 
However, many of those recommendations 
would be certain to cause controversy and 
raise legal questions If Implemented. 

Among the suggestions mentioned: raise 
the minimum driving license age to 18; allow 
only essential driving by 16- and 17-year-olds, 
such as to and from work; eliminate high 
school driver education, which Increases the 
number of younger drivers; prohibit teenagers 
from driving during late evening or early morn¬ 
ing hours; Implement existing crash packag¬ 
ing technologies; clean up highway and road¬ 
side hazards; make licenses for teen drivers 
conditional on seat belt use. 

Another controversial aspect of the study 
concerns the findings by one researcher that 
suggests programs developed several years 
ago to reduce crash involvement of teen 
drivers may actually have contributed to more 
problems on the highways. 

The Yale University researcher examined 
data on a quarter of a million accidents. 
Including over 19,000 fatal crashes Involving 
teenagers under 18. From the patterns he 
uncovered, the researcher concluded that 
alcohol and drug education programs may 
have contributed to greater use of the sub¬ 
stance than less, which Is definitely not what 
the educators were striving for. 

This might possibly have led to more ac¬ 
cidents and raised the number of fatalities 
and injuries. The researcher felt more con¬ 
sideration should be given to the potential 
effects of public policies before they are widely 
adopted. 

NAC notes the research effort consisted 
of a number of studies conducted by experts 
in various fields of traffic safety. While ex¬ 
amining different aspects of motor vehicle ac¬ 
cidents, they generally agreed that the teen 
years are the most treacherous for drivers 
and that young motorists and automobiles far 
too often form a deadly combination.

Sam Simpson, president of 
the Cemetery Association, re¬ 
ports more vandalism at the 
Sierra Madre Cemetery re¬ 
cently where 23 huge head¬ 
stones were kncKked down. 
Simpson said even some of the 
foundations were moved, easy 
because of the recent mois¬ 
ture. 

The City Council is still 
offering a $100 reward for 
information leading to the 
capture of the vandals. 

Simpson has been auth¬ 
orized to purchase gates for 
the cemetery which he has 
done for $300. Beginning the 
last week of December a 
chain link fence will be placed 


around the front and up the 
driveway of the cemetery and 
Simpson predicts completion 
of that work by Jan. 1, 1982. 

He will request the city 
work force help him set up 
the headstones after Jan. 1 
when the fence is completed. 
Simpson says the Cemetery 
Association will reimburse 
the men for their labor. 

“After Jan. I, the city 
police say they can prosecute 
anyone for trespassing after 
5 p.m. since that’s when we 
plan to close the cemetery. 
Hours when the ceme¬ 
tery will be open are from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m. beginning 
Jan. 1,” Simpson reports.

Many men have visions of 
being able to play with minia¬ 
ture railway trains even after 
they’ve grown up, but John 
May did something about it. 
He has his own track set up 
in his backyard in the can¬ 
yon. And it’s the largest of 
the miniature trains made. 

The LGB, as it is called, 
is on the scale of an inch 
to 22 inches of the real thing, 
and is made by Lehmann, a 
German Toy company that is 
celebrating its 100th anniver¬ 
sary this year. 

May, who is a patent at¬ 
torney, says that the LGB is 
styled after the narrow gauge 
train used in Europe and in 
Colorado with lighter weight 
track and rails. There’s a 
certain quaintness about the 
train that really appeals to 
him. 

“Despite its being as large 
at the Lionel, it doesn’t take 
that much room,” he ex¬ 
plains as he points to his 
train running back and forth 
in the window at Arnold’s 
Hardware. 

Most everyone knows 
about the Lionel train, 
the “O” gauge that is on a 
ratio of one inch to 48 
inches of an actual train. 
The “HO” is also the most 
common size of train which 
people give their sons for 
Christmas and that, he ex¬ 
plains, is smaller — one inch 
of the model equaling 90 
inches of the real train. 


One of the main differ¬ 
ences of this train. May ex¬ 
plains, is its weatherproof 
quality. It has a brass track 
and a sturdy hard plastic 
body that won’t rust or get 
damaged by rain or snow. 
It can be set up outside as 
he’s done, and will survive 
the elements. It’s ideal for 
the backyard or patio, he 
says. 

How did he get reinvolved 
with the model train hobby? 
His nephew was about the 
right age to receive a model 
train, so May took time to 
research to get the best pro¬ 
duct in his opinion. 

“When I was about 6 years 
old in the East, I had a toy 
train. I kept it up, gradua¬ 
ting from my original to the 
HO, then I lost interest in 
the hobby in high school. 
Two years ago my interest 
was reawakened.” And there 
he is, playing with trains 
again. 

Now May’s brother has 
become interested in the 
hobby once more and they 
are adding more locomotives, 
“fancy things” to the nephew’s 
original set. 

While researching the best 
train on the market. May 
realized there was no dealer 
out on this side of the valley. 
A distributor became inter¬ 
ested in May’s dealership and 
soon the local attorney found 
himself in business, as train
